The following moves are especially useful when 
performed in matches against friends or online 
opponents. 


Let your player stop the ball and wait for 
an opponent to close him down. As soon as he 
attempts to tackle your player, perform a quick dash in 
a diagonal direction to pass him. 


Try to perform surprising direction changes 
to wrong-foot your opponents. It’s very effective to use 
moves such as “Sprint Rapid Direction Change”, which 
enables your player to change his sprinting direction

without slowing down. In PES 2008, it’s even possible to 
change the angle of a player's sprint by 90 degrees 
without slowing down. 


This is a classic Pro Evo trick 
that is especially profitable when your player is running 
on the wing of your opponent's half. Use the Special 
Controls Button to abruptly stop your run, then 
immediately accelerate back up to speed. This new run 
could be in the same direction as before, but you could 
also dash off at a different angle, leaving a confused 
marker trailing in your wake.

When your player has broken through the defensive 
line and has a clear run at your opponent's goal, and 
you have an urge to do something spectacular, there 
are three main tricks that you can attempt to beat the 
keeper. 


This is the 
most reliable way to beat an onrushing goalkeeper in 
one-on-one situations. As he approaches, wait until the 
optimum moment and then perform a diagonal sprint 
to skip past him. As long as he doesn't get any part of 
his body to the ball, this is often a win-win situation - if 
you run free, it’s a simple tap in, but if he brings your 
man down in the box, you get a penalty.

When your player is three to four metres 
away from the goalkeeper, perform a kick feint and he 
will often dive in an attempt to save the shot in the 
presumed direction. You can then safely pass him and 
stroke the ball into the empty net. 


Another (though extremely risky) strategy 
is to use the Chip Ball move to lift the ball over the 
diving keeper, before vaulting him to tap the ball 
between the posts (or even allowing the ball to trickle 
over the line at close range). This is a rare and truly 
exceptional way to score, but only the most composed 
players should even think about attempting it.

Michael Owen talks all things PES... qe . a 


Owen cemented his position as one of the 

world's greatest strikers with THAT goal against 
Argentina in 1998. Picking up the ball inside the 
half-way line, the 18-year-old showed all his pace 
and skill to dissect the Argentinian defence with a 
diagonal run before slotting the ball home.

showing his talent in front of goal for Newcastle. 
And it is Owen's prolific scoring rate that made 
him a natural fit as one of the faces of PES 2008. 
Both Owen and pack shot co-star Cristiano Ronaldo 
fit two of the key attributes of the new version of 
the game: skill and pace; and Owen is extremely 
pleased to be gracing the Konami game's 
packaging. “It's been good getting to see PES 2008, 
as we've been playing the old version a lot lately,” 
Owen smiles. “All the lads in the England camp play 
it, and it can get quite competitive. Some like to play 
cards, but a few like to take a games machine with 
them. With England we have a games room, and 


PES is always on it with the 
lads playing it.” 

Sadly, with a succession of 
injuries, Michael has had plenty of 
time to hone his PES skills, but after 
over a year on the sidelines, he is 
champing at the bit and keen to get 
back to his goal-scoring ways. The year 
out must have been hard? “It was, yes,” 
he admits. “During the season when | 
spoke to people they would 
say ‘what is the point of 
coming back for just one 
or two games in the 
season?’ That's easy for 
people to say, but when you 
are sitting in a gym for 9-10 
months you have to have a 
target, and if | had just set my 
target for the new season in August, | could 
have perhaps slacked off. But | was desperate to ( 
get back in the fold, and now | am in the picture ' 
and playing again it feels great.” 

It is this tenacity and desire to be playing that 
makes Owen one of the most admired strikers of 
the modern game. Does he feel these attributes 
are reflected in his PES counterpart? “Yes, | 
think so,” he smiles. “The likeness is certainly 
very good but | have also scored some goals 
in PES 2008 that | have never managed in 
real life, so if anything | have some catching | 
up todo!” er 1 f 
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he curtain has fallen on another PES 
T season, culminating in the annual 

European Championships, this time held 
in the picturesque Spanish city of Seville. 26 
players from 16 countries gathered at the 
stunning Olympic Stadium in Seville to battle it 
out in this, one of the most competitive events 
ever. 

Reigning Champion Mike ‘El_Matador’ Linden 
was invited back to defend his crown and after 
defeating the Japanese Champion in a pre- 
tournament exhibition match, it was clear that he 
had lost none of his talents. He made up one third of 
a typically strong German contingent who were all 
fancied to be involved in the latter stages of this 
event.

"The European Finals, for me, is the 
best event tn the world for PES in terms 
of enjoyment. It is a unique event and 
something that i am lucky to have had 
the opportunity to experience twice, 
and now a third time next year. The 
finals bring together lots of different 
cultures and are always in beautiful 
surroundings with no expenses spared.

This is 
where the best players play and it's 
nice to meet the 
other players from 
around the world 
too. Love it and 
can't wait for next 
year!" 


To demonstrate the strength of this event, all of 
the territories were represented with strong players, 
something that was demonstrated with the results. 
Every player was capable of beating every other and 
very few players qualified for the knockout stage 
without dropping points. Israeli entrant Hezi 
Gangina was quite simply one of the most fantastic 
PES players we've ever seen, playing as a result of a 
minor disability in one arm using only one hand. His 
skill is something that will rarely be matched in any 
PES event. 12 year old Sebastian Pluciennik was 
the youngest ever player to make the finals 
and went on to claim a notable scalp - 
defeating Mike Linden on penalties in the 
Quarter Finals in front of a huge crowd of 

spectators! His tournament ended with 

defeat in the semi final, but there is no

doubt he could become a major 
force on the European PES circuit 
for many years to come. 

In his first ever offline event, 
Irish Champion Michael Tuffy aka 
Tuffinho excelled in reaching the 
Quarter Finals and Russian 
champion Perezz formed very 
well, also reaching the quarter 
finals himself, only losing out ina 
very tight game to eventual 
champion Rob. Juanete served 
best of the home entrants by also 
succumbing in the quarter finals. 
The German contingent had just 
one representative in the semi 
final, and Goool was eliminated 

by runner-up Mark Gardiner from 
the UK. 

The all UK final was a strange affair, as both Rob 
and Mark have been friends for some time, but in 
the end Rob triumphed 6-1 to claim the European 
title after coming so close last year when he was 
beaten in the final by Mike Linden. Indeed, this was 
a tournament of firsts in the Rob became the first 
player to reach back-to-back Euro Finals and the first 
time the final was contested by two players from the 
same country. 

With Seabass on hand to present the trophies, 
Rob is already guaranteed a place at next year's final 
where the challengers will be queuing up to defeat 
him. Now is the time to start practising and you 
could be the person sat on the stage playing for the 
shot at being the best player in Europe.

ith the Wii unique in terms of its control 
W system, it was obvious that if PES were to 

come to the format, Konami would have to 
go back to the drawing board. Nevertheless, the 
possibilities afforded by the point’n’select controllers 
enthused the PES team as oppose to deterred them, 
and they have created a bespoke version of the game 
for the Nintendo console with an all-new control 
system used to guide all the passes, shots and off-the- 
ball runs that have earned the series its reputation for 
unrivalled realism. 

The most obvious change to the Wii version of PES is a 
more ‘team-orientated’ control system, wherein using 
open space and off-the-ball runs can be a decisive factor. 
The Wii game focuses on these elements, with the use of 
both the Nunchuck and Wii Remote controllers giving the 
player control over both the player on the ball, and those 
around him. 

Using a point and drag system, the player uses the Wii 
controllers to guide the player in possession of the ball, 
and can access all the feints, shimmies and close control 
with subtle movements of their hand. In the meantime, 


the Wii Remote is used to point at a nearby 
player to select them to receive a pass or to run 

on toa through-ball. The Remote can also be 

used to steer the run of the receiving player, giving 

extra control as they thread through masses of 

defenders or run into open space. 

Using a variation on a drag and move system, PES 
for Wii gives the player total control over their team, 
and allows players a level of precision that makes for a 
truly realistic experience. Users can man mark specific 
threats, while shakes of the Wii Nunchuk can be used to 
perform sliding tackles, or even spring offside traps and 
send the goal keeper sprinting out to clear a loose ball. 
The strategic elements of play are also easily accessed, 
with the directional controls of the Wii Remote used to 
activate tactical plays and send players tracking back. 

The Wii game boasts all the player rosters from the 
existing versions of the game and many different playing 
modes, and is shaping up as an incredibly realistic football 
title that makes full use of the Nintendo hardware’s unique
